THE WEAL OF WOMEN.

MANY CLUBS IN WASHINGTON TO
PROMOTE IT.

There Are the Wimodaughsls and the Pro
Ite Nota, s Woll ns a Score of Others.
All Harmless, Useful and Interosting.
Dnmocles’ Bword.

[Special Correspondence.]

‘WASHINGTON, May 81.— Wimodaugh-
gis is o fine and imposing word. Itis not
Chippewny, as n Minnesota man might
think at first sight, nor yet Menomineo
or of any other Indian tongue. It is the
purest kind of Anglo-Saxon, though
very much compounded, as will presont-
ly appear, and is the name of the best
kunown women's club in Washington.
Thero are, however, at least a dozen
other women's clubs of swhich one can
find tho officinls and learn somoething of
tho history and objects, besides o num-
ber of minor societies. In truth, then,
there is no other place in the country
where women are so extensively organ-
izod s in this city, which is only what
oue might expect, for this is the center
of all organization, and the city lives
on ity and so the talent for that sort of
thing is wonderfully developed. Thero
is n local branch of the Woman Snffrago
associntion, as woll as of the W. C. 1.
U. There aro all sorts of organizations
for charity and education, and in addi-
tion the Travel club, the Short Story
club, the Isabella association, the Pro
Ro Nata club and many others, but lot
us first consider the interesting Wimo-
danghsis,

Original, but Not Aboriginal,

The idea was first conceived by Miss
Mary Desha, sister-in-law of Colonel
W. C. P. Breckinridge, and her idea
was an organization which should bo
tho same for women as the Y. M. (.
A. is for men.  Sho ealled to her aid
Miss Emma M. Gillette, attorney-at-
law of 802 I streot, and they consulted
Miss Susan B. Anthony, who suggostod
o very extensive plan of ednention and
care for all those women who are in
Washington without home Hes So,
early in 1800, these two, with Miss Ado-
laide Johnson, Miss Fanny N. Edwards,
Miss Elzn T. Wood, Miss Luey E. An-
thony, nicce of Susan B., and the Rov.
Auna H Shaw—the loeal wits entitloed

them tho Soven Wise Women—organ-
ized tho club. After considering a great
varicty of names derived from Greek,
Latin and the modern tongues, they
took the first sound of each of the four
relations held by woman—namely, wife,
mother, danghter and sister—and there-
from compounded the truly original,
though apparently aboriginal, title of
Wimodaughsis. It was o happy conceit.
Having been oceasionally compelled to
coin o word myself, I regard their ne-
tion as quite n stroke of genios,

The constitution declares the objects
of the socicty to be mutnal improve-
ment, the education of woman in politi-
cal science especially and in almost
everything gencrally, providing a pub-
lie parlor, reading rooni, library and
gymuasium, as woll as o mecting place
and starting point for ladies visiting
the capitul and generally a swoman's
home and social exchange,  Roy, Anni
EL Shaw was the fivst president, and the
membership rapidly ineroased to near
400, but at the annnal mecting o fow
days ago Mra. Ruth G. D. Havens was
elocted president and Miss Fuuny Ed-
wiards seeretnry. The board of directors
15 elected by the stockholders, and these,
who may be ealled contributing mem-
bers, live in alinost overy state. Among
them aro Susan B, Anthony, Mra E. C.
Stanton, Miss Clara Barton, Mrs. Clara
B. Colby, Miss Lanra M. Johns of Kan-
ens, Dr. Caroline M. Winslow and many
others eminent in the arts and profes-
sions.  The sovicty extendod its work
B0 rapidly that it hid classes in
nearly all the lang 5 taught, as well
o8 in drawhig, It method,
sewing amil clo and it ds now
ranning fivi: s in Frouch, two in
Spunish sl two in Cevman, I has
purchuse ine Leiiliding and largoe lob
at 1328 1 siroct, Gieing Franklin park,
for which it still owes o considernblo
debt, and aneidentally ic may be added
that any ono who wants to eontribute
§6 for a worthy object can thereby se-
cure tho benclits of memborship while
visiting Washington.

Trom Art to Dressmnking,

When the society had covered almost
the ontire ficld of women’s interests, the
inevitable trouble came—tho tronble
which always comes to such socioties
and in Washington moro than elsewhere.
Tho changes in the departments are nsn-
ally so sudden and unexpected and the
disappointmonts of piaco seckers are so
muny that there are often hundreds of
women thrown ont of employment.
Their natural resonrce is to snch a go-
ciety as this, not so much for moncy
belp—in  fact, that is very rare—as
for help in gotting places. This kind
of work had to be gi‘ml up entirely sim-
ply beeauso it would have exhaunsted tho
timo and energics of all the members.

The National Woman Suffrago nsso-
ciation has rented the parlors of tho
Wimodaughsis for its mectings, but tho
socioty, as such, tukes no stand on the
suffrago question.  All the rooms are
rentod to varions orgaunizations for stat-
¢d meetings, which do not interferc

with the classes. Not the least interest-
ing of the latter is the olass in jonrnal-
ism, tanght by Miss Luoy Loggot, which
was very successful, she naively says,
80 long ns sho ‘conld keep it from do-
generating into n mero class in English
composition. The Delsarte class also
has daneing lessons, and the parlors are
used for that purpose. Mrs. Elennor
Matlock, who has been the sooiety's
agent for soliciting contributions, says:
‘“We are ncutral in politics and reli-
gion, and Washington women aro not
very much excited about tho suffrage
anyhow, for the men cannot vote here,
and s0 wo are all on an equality, As to
money, we have but a scanty revenuo
from tho rent nud dues of the members,
but we nead much more, beenuse thero
is s0 muchs moro that wo ought to do.
Lot the ladies of tho country know that
when they come to Washington they
will be warmly wolcomed here and can
use our parlors to make up their little
parties for shopping and sightseeing.
This 1s a general purpose society and
denls with everything that will help
women, from high art to dressmaking, !
It Thinks Ahend of Timo,

The Isabella association was nameod,
of course, for the queen and begnn its
studies in Spanish history and literature
by way of preparation for tho World's
fair. It had a hotel at Chieago during
tho fair, and its original intention was
to take a very active part, but when the
board of ludy managers was provided
for this association retired from that
field. It had, however, already raised
the money and ordered a status of Isa-
bella, mado Ly Harriet Hosmer, This
was not completed in time for Chieago,
but was sent to California for exhibition
at tho Midwinter fair. One of the prin-
cipal promoters was Mrs Lucia I.
Blount, who, when the occasion for ex-
alting Isabella was pnssed, organized the
Pro Re Nataclnb. Her husband, Mr.
Henry Blount, is a man of great wealth,
and the mectings of this club are usu-
ally held at their country residence, n
famous old place known as *‘The Oaks, '
on the heights beyond Georgetown.

The nume of this club is na puzzle.
We know what pro re nata means in
Latin and the lnw phrase and have a
cloudy kind of notion what it nicans in
theology, for it is ono of tho nicknames
upplicd to an offshoot of the old Cove-
nanters which fonnd Scotch predosti-
narianism entirely too mild, and by
picking out the strongest phrases from
that and the tenets of the synod of Dort
succecded  in framing a  eonfession
which outhypers the hyper-Calvinists.
But what does pro re nata mean in a
Iadies’ elub? Miss Emma Gilletto says
it means “for the nature of things, "
but ono of tho ladics of the elub says
they understand it to menn “thinking
ahead of our time.” I sappose, there-
fore, the object of the club is to investi-
gate matters too far advanced for popu-
lar discussion.

The Travel Club,

Iam confirmed in this view by the
fact that one of the most active mem-
bers is Dr. Ella 8. Marble, who has had
the management of a ladies’ gymnastic
club and is an advocate of many re-
forms in that line.  Of guniton differont
sort is tho Trayel club, which was organ-
ized and is to n great extent managed
by Mrs. Mary A. Lockwood, at whose
house a number of very bright women
meot every second Monday.,  Still an-
other is the Short Story club, of which
Mrs. Lusanne Crandall is president.
Its object is to encourage and bring ont
young writers, and as a matter of conrse
it has to wade throngh a fearfnl mnss of
“gufi’’ and listen to some very tediouns
produoctions, but by all accounts it
sticks to its work herofeally and has
broneht ont some very fair writers,
Mrs. Mary E. Griffith is president of
the local W. C. T. U., which is ununsu-
ally active at present and eontains somao
of the brightest women in Washington.
They are purticnlarly well posted on the
Iaw, und the lenst hint in congress of
any change brings them down on the
committee with n foree that eannot bo
resisted.  They know every weak point
iu the saloon keepers' legal defense and
have lately won some notable victories,

The Legion of Loyal Women, of
which Mrs. Rath E. Blasland was presi-
dent till she left the city o fow days
ago, numbers 400 members. The Wom-
cn's Pross elub is also spoken of as flonr-
ishing, but here, ns elsewhere, the hard-
est workers on the papers do not belong
to it. Mrs. Belva A. Lockwood is presi-
dent of the Washington brauch of tho
Peaco and Arbitration society, and the
only Ameriean woman of the Bern
Peaco association. 8he is ono of the five
who constituto the American pence bu-
rean. These aro but a few of very many
women's orgauizations here, for if one
ghould mention all the societies for art,
religion, charity and general enlture
the mere names wonld make a tedious
list. The eircle of which least is known,
though many hear of it, is the so called
Washington club, which is supposed to
bo asort of committee for the local Four
Hundred and to have o mysterlous po-
tency in deciding who is and is not in
gocicty. It is spoken of with a sort of
awe 08 o truly formidable body.

Minor Clubs,

8o far the clubs of note. But what
shall bo said of the scores of organiza-
tions among tho women workers in the
departments—their reading eirclos and
musical parties, thelr combinations for
religious purposes or mutual help, their
little dramatic socleties, their talking
groups and even their progressive
ouchre clubs? Their name is legion.
There nre thousands of women in the
government serviee, hundreds moro en-
gaged as claks and typewriters and
seorcs working ns editors, correspond-
ents and local reporterss And then
there aro thy state associations, of which
every state largely represented here has
one, and at most of their meetings the
womaon are in alarge majority. Inshort,
Washington is the paradiso of women,
provided Gily that their positions are
secure.  But there is the cnuse of con-
Btant anxicty, for over the head of al-
most every woman employee hangs the
threat of dismissal liko tho ever trem-
bling sword of Damocles }imgx:udc(l by
